Braxton on the Negroes. 
A. Caperton Braxton, of Virginia, spoke 


'of Washington as a southern man, from 


the point of view of a southern man, and 
said that whoever would understand the 
true character of the qualities of Wash- 
ington must study not only the man him- 
self, but the race from which he came. 

“That race, In all of its noble qualities 
of mind and heart,’’ he said, “is the 
same yesterday, today and forever.”’ 

Referring to the question of trusts, Mr. 
Braxton said: 

“We believe that monopolies are hane- 
ful, particularly in the necessities of life, 
and. should therefore be discouraged; 
when impracticable to prevent their ex- 
istence altogether, we belleve that they 
should be placed under the strictest st- 
pervision and regulation to prevent im- 
position and abuse. We believe that no 
institution should be tolerated which the 
government is unable to regulate and 
control, and that 
in this land of a power greater than the 
government is the doctrine of anarchy 
itself.’’ 

Much of Mr. Braxton’s speech was de- 
voted to the negro question. 

“The southern people entertain not the 
slightest animosity against “the negro.” 
he said; “they are the best friends he 
ever had. 

“His condition f!n the south today is 
far better. his opportunities for morai 
and material improvement are far great- 
er than in any other country upon the 
earth. and none of the rights guaran- 
teed to him under the fourteenth amend- 
ment. as it was understood when adopt- 
@1, are either denied or begrudged to him 
there. But while all this is true, stil] tn 
the south, just as everywhere else in 
the world, white men are unalterably re- 
solved that ccme what may, no 
red nor vellow man shall ever rule over 
them or their children, so long as time 
shall rell. This is the decree of nature 
which no human ‘statute can devise. 
They wil] try to set. up crows to rule 
fn a nest of eagles, or 
laws for lions. 
make laws to govern white men. and that 
is to first kill all the white men.”’ 


The Fifteenth Amendment. 
Speaking about the fifteenth 
ment, Mr. Braxton said: 
“Wtterly impoverished 
spent tens of millions

tion of the negro, to which they practi- 


cally contributed nothing, and from 
which they graduated only to officer 
the vast army of blacks arraved solidly 
and persistently against the very men 
who were educating them. 

“Noo sooner had the fifteenth amend- 
ment been proclaimed than the negroes 
banded themselves together in a_ solid, 
impenetrable mass, and true to the in- 


stincts of their race, voluntarily submit- | 
bondage | 


ted themselves to a political 
as complete as that from which, 
out any effort of their own, they 
recently been liberated. 

‘When God, in His wrath, 
banish us into the wilderness with the 
fifteenth amendment, He still, in His 
mercy, left a dificult, narrow. but safe 
path by which He might, after much 
striving and tribulation, once more 
achieve salvation and regag# the prom- 
ised land. Mr. Chairman, the southern 
people have struck the trail! They have 
reached Mount Pisgah and are now with 
rejoicing and gratitude to God gazing 
once more into the happy land of Ca- 
naan. 

“One by one the southern states relin- 
quished the principle of free manhood 
suffrage, so uear to them (but which 
they like the citizens of Washington, 
gladly exchanged for the immunity from 
negro domination), have availed them- 
selves of the expedients which they have 
found, and declared to be permissible 
under the fifteenth amendment, and 
placed such restrictions upon suffrage, 
irrespective of race or color, that the 
vast sea of ignorant, venal and vicious 
negroes is now safely and perpetually 
shut ont.”

Other European powers are, of course, 
to be allowed a look in here and there; 
Britain in India, France in Siam, for In- 
stance. But they are there to pave the 
way for Russia; or, at least, that is 
what Russia says and thinks. 


Turkey, by the way, held the same the- 

ory once as regards Furope. 
The Christian nations were to be wiped 
out or enslaved, and the cross was every~ 
where to be superseded by the crescent. 
It had been so decreed by their prophet; 
and so, they firmly believed, it would be. 

The Christian. peoples, . however, had 
their own views upon the subject, and 
these views ultimately prevailed. But 
not until more than five millions of them 
had perished by sword and fire, pesti- 
lence and famine, and all eastern Europe 
had been ravaged right up to the walls 
of Vienna. The Turks, too, suffered very 
severely. 

The shah of Persia is nominally ruler 
of ajl rulers and monarch of the whole 
earth. Theoretically, according to the 
Persian point of view, it is to Mim _ that 
we Britons owe allegiance. Edward VII 
doesn’t count at‘alljor, if he does, it is 
merely as the viceroy of his over-lord and 
master, the shahinshah (“king of kings’) 
Muzaffer-ed-Din, . 

And as with Britishers, so it is, of 
course, with the French, and the Ger- 
mans. with the Russians, with everybody 
in the world, in fact. They are subjects 
of the shah of Persia; and, as he is an 
absolute autocrat, their property, their 
freedom. their very lives even, are his to 
dispose of as he thinks proper. 
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This is, of course, a ‘‘Monroe doctrine” 
an absurdity. But in its es- 
sentials it is the same as the latest yan- 
brand.

Senator Platt, of Connecticut, took is- 
sue with Senator Pettus. as to the effect 
of the treaty, saying that he believed 
there were no legal obstacles in the treaty 
to the acquisition by the president of tne 
canal zone, but he eontended that if there 
were any sucn obstacies they could, be 
removed by another act of congress, Pt- 
appropriating the money. ee 

During the day Senator Morgan se 
consent to the removal of the injunctiou 
of secrecy from the amendments to the 
treaty which have been offered by him. 
Most of the important amendments have 
already been given publicity, but he ot- 
fered two new ones today. One of these 
provides for an agreement betwecn the 
contracting parties that nothing contain- 
ed in the treaty shall be construed to al- 
ter the terms of the Spooner act.

Arizona has a population of 300,-

state, providing that the people of the 
territory affected vote in favor of being 
divided from Montezuma or New Mexico. 

Senator Spooner has been _ intrusted 
With the legal questions involved, espe- 
cially in regard to the rights of the In- 
dian tribes in Indian Territory. The Wis- 
consin senator has been in consultation 
with the attorney general and law offi- 
cers of the government familiar with the 
subject, and the bill when drawn will 
be based upon information which Sen- 
ator Spooner obtains. 

While this compromise will be accepta- 
ble to the republicans, there is yet con- 
siderable doubt about the democrats, and 
so far as can be learned they will oppose 
it with vigor, which means defeat at this 
stage of the session. It has been suggest- 
ed that when the compromise is formu- 
lated the democrats may hold a confer- 
ence and if a majority should agree to 
accept the bill the minority will yield. 

However, this is only conjecture, but 
the men who are managing the situation 
express the hope that some agreement 
can be reached. The effect upon the ca- 
na! treaty wiil at once be felt, as Sen- 
ator Quay and other statehood men will 
not try to prolong the debate on this 
measure. At the same time senators 
Served notice yesterday upon those who 
are pressing the treaty that Senator Mor- 
gan should have full opportunity to pre- 
Sent his views and amendments to the 
treaty in an orderly manner and without 
undue pressure. Senators Teller, Dubois 
and Rawlins were especially emphatic 
when making the declaration, saying 
that if even the treaty had to go over 
until after March 4 the Alabama senator 
should not he subjected to undue pres- 
sure and strain. 


Republicans in Conference. 

The republican leaders conferred all 
day upon the subject of the- statchood 
compromise, and most of the democrats 
Were informed of the general terms of 
the proposition. To all questions as to 
Whether they would accept such a com- 
Promise they said that they wanted to 
See 4a definite proposition and to know 
from whom it came, then they would 
be in a position to confer and decide.

Prying Open Safety Valvses. 

It was one of Engineer Tomlinsons 
fellow-Scotechmen who pried open a safe- 
ty valv@ and prevented a serious exX- 
plosion on a liner that is sailing the seas 


today. 

For some reason or other donkey 
engine, used for hoisting cargo and lug- 
gage, had been started at sea and a 
trustworthy fireman put in charge of it. 
An hour or so later the second engineer, 
whose watch it was, distinguished an 
unusual noise among the multitude of 
sounds of the big ship—so Keen is an en- 
gineer’s sense of hearing. He located it 
instantly coming from the donkey 
engine, and he rushed thither. As he 
got near he realized that the safety 
valve had stuck and after he had slid 
down the narrow, olly companionway, he 
found not only the safety valve stuck 
tight, but the fireman asleep at _ his 
post, and the boiler all but ready to ex- 
plode. 

In less time than if takes to tell it he 
grabed a crowbar ‘and was up among 
the pipes, frantically trying to pry open 
the valve. How long he worked he does 
not know—‘‘it seemed years,’ he said— 
but he finally got the valve open in the 
nick of time and prevented an explo- 
sion which would surely have blown a 
big hole in the ship’s bottom. 


Working in a Flood of Water. 

Not infrequently the engineers are com- 
pelled to work in water up to their 
knees. The plates of many a ship, when 
she straddigg a sea, move and cut at 
their rivets and leak mightily. Then the 
engineer must wade around in an engine 
room flooded from port to port and give 
heed to naught but the welfare of his 
engines. He must not think about the 
manifold dangers of sailing in a “leaky 
old ttub,” or of rheumatism, or other ills

It is only when a cylinder head bursts 
Or a large valve gives way, filling the 
(ngine rooms with scalding steam before 
the opportunity can be seized upon to m 
pair the damage, that an engineer js 
forced to leave his post. Then it ig thy 
he has to charge for dear life up steep, 
narrow companionways, made slippery by 
engine oil, to a place of safety. Anéd aj 
the time he climbs upward, the steam 
pursucs him, for the companionways an 
*n the only opening leading out of th 
engine rooms. 

But it is not often that. escaping steam 
gets ehead of an engineer, for he igs 
man trained to act like a lightning flah 
in emergencies. 

A Funnel of Junk.

URTHER back than any. 
record can show, even £0 
far back as prehistoric 
times, iribes and clans 
have given to their chiefs 
and councillors the right to 
lay eut definite rules of 
conduct for public guid- 
ance. These laws were 
made by ‘the ruler’s ad- 
viscrs, submitted to thhim 
for his approval, and then 
recited before the pop- 
ulace, which finally ap- 
Proved or repudiated them. From this 
crude expression on stone and parchment 
en down througn centuries of evolution 
to the finished productions of Blackstone 
and thence to our day, laws have been 
altered, abolished and new ones substi- 
tuted as the advance of intelligence and 
civilizaton demanded. 

It will ‘be noticed, however. that the 
essential idea of iaw today !s that of 
the cave dwellers, Whether the govern- 
ment be monarehial or republican, state 
or municipal. the councillors frame the 
laws, the ruler signs or vetoes them and 
in the end the people approve or repu- 
diate, The manner of making them may 
have changed, but the form {ts stil) the 
same; and however weak or foolish or 
tyrannical the statutes .may have been 
in themselves, they have been recognized 
in all times as standard of right and 
wrong. 

Small wonder, then, that an Institu- 
tion demanding the respect due age and 
stability should be looked upon with awe. 
The law has made famous men—great 
statesmen of all countries have followed 
it. Im our day where it decides every- 
thing from a misdemeanor to an inter- 
national land boundary—and particularly 
where it plays so great a role in our 
tremendous commercial operations—it. is 
open to every construction, to a thou- 
sand subtle interpretations. «Men 
it their vocation, study it, apply it, 
come fascinated with ff, 

And many young men look upon it 
with bewitched cyves. They would lke 
to enter it; but what does it offer? What 
does it demand? And the young man 
asks himself, ‘“‘Am I fitted for it?’ 

These mysteries of the law, its require- 
ments, rewards and disappointments, are 
set forth for the benefit of Sunny South 
readers by two jurists who have passed 
through its various stages to success— 
Mr. Clifford Anderson, a prominent mem- 
per of the Atlanta bar, and Judge Wit- 


be-

liam T. Newman, judge of the United 
States court, northern district of Geor- 
gia. 

Mr. Anderson says: 

“In the case of the young Jawyer, 
there are certain necessary qualities 
which are hard to define, and which 
might be called qualities of tempera- 
ment. [ take- it that they are. innate, 
born in a man, and [I don't think they 
can be cultivated to any great extent. 
You cannot teach poetry to one of meér- 
cenary feeling, nor music to one tone- 
deaf; and in a less ex ggerated. degree, 
perhaps, I think the question of natural 
fitness would apply to the study of law. 

“Mind you, I den't underestimate the 
necessity and virtue of work. Law de- 
mands even more than its share of ap- 
plication; and it can't be denied that 
men have succeeded largely through it 
alone, Still, a certain measure of ability 
is requisite; and it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that a man who combines ft with 
hard work starts that much -better 
equipped. 

“And the legal mind is of a certain qual- 
itv; it is analytical rather than retfiec- 
tive; and for modern practice is comnier- 
cial—that is, it sees the vital point in an 
argument where money is involved. To 
put it plainly, tne lawyer these days must 
understand business methods. Here the 
profession has changed much in tite iast 
‘ew years. Formerly the argument was 
to decide an abstract point: now it is con- 
crete. and the verdict decides rot only 
*# question of right or wrong. but also the 
disposal of something of money value. 

‘There is another requisite which mig 
seem superficial, and yet is essential, par- 
ticularly to the young lawyer. IT mean 
good address, and its natural adjunct— 
the knack of getting business. I don't 
mean that he should solicit business—fur 
from it; but he should make friends eas- 
ily, and give the indescribable impression 
of being capable. Some men lack tis 
surface accomplishment, and yet are abie 
men; and otners whose attainments are 
Shallow, hide mediocrity under a show of 
brilliance. And the lawyer must controi 
kimself. Under whatever difficulty le 
labors, he should always be cool 

“T repeat, at the risk of discouraging 
those young men who may fear they lack 
them, that these are natural qualifica- 
tions. | can do no more than state then; 
it is for him to say whether or not he 
has them. It is not sufficient, however,

Had Philip Pendleton Cooke devoted 
himself solely to poetry. he would have 
been one of the master poets of our 
country, or had he given his whole time 
to the production of fiction undoubtedly 
the best novelists would have to look 
sharply to their’iaurels Jest he take 
them; but dividing his enérgies by writ- 
ing very profusely in all the branches 
of literature, he diluted his latent abil- 
ity and therefore failed to rise.to any 
very great point of distinction. 

He was born in one of the quaintest 
little Virginia towns, Martinsburg, on

the 2th of October, 1816. and was a 
brother of John Esten Cooke, who was 
also au author of note and who will-be 
treated later In this series. 

Philip Pendleton Cooke was a great 
hunter, and would roam the woods of 
old Virginia for hours, returning in 
buoyant spirits, exclaiming: 

“The man who does not enjoy roaming 


and hunting in the grandness of nature, - 


and its often impressive silence, has 
something radically wrong about him.” 

On one of his winter hunting trips he 
contracted pneumonia, from which he 
died January 20, 1850. 

His best prose composition was enti- 
tled “The Crime of Andrew Blair.’ It 
is an intense character study in which a 
man commits a supposed crime, the 
crime known only to himself aud by the 
world not considered a erime, but be- 
cause of bis own sensitive and peculiar 
inakeup it haunts him and plunges him 
down to the verge of the chasm of death. 
The heated battie waged between his 
human nature, his ‘conscience and his 
soul, together with his final triumphal 
entry out of the fiery furnace, make a 
production worthy of high praise. 

One of his poems is well known and 
has been transiated into several for- 
eign languages. It will be reproducéd 
here as proof of the assertion in the 
opening of this article concerning Cooke's 
ability as a poet.

The Home ofa Kentucky Witch-Doctor

N the uncanny decoction 

that Macbeth’s witches 

brewed for the delectation 

of his Satanic majesty, tra- 

dition does not tell us 

whether the little root 

known as ‘sang,”’ or, more 

properly, ginseng, was one 

of the toothsame ingredi- 

ents. Judged by its mys- 

tic virtues and the weird 

lore by which it is sur- 

rounded, it certainly should 

. have been, and in lear- 
ing 
Shakespeare showed an ignorance of what 
the Kentucky mountains could do in the 
witch Mne that would surely have been 
corrected were he living today. From time 
immemoria] sundry roots and “yarbs” 
have bean endowed by the popular imagi- 
nation with various occult properties, 
while the herb doctor and the primitve 


apothecary who gathered them has taken 


his or her place in tale or legend as a 
being possessed of strange powers, the 
practice of whose art went under the 
name of witchcraft and magic. Although 
the pfillory, the gibbet and the stake 
have at different times and Places re- 
warded witch and wizard, the mysterious 
doings of the latter are watched with 
unfagging interest and there are not 
lacking regions on the earth where they 
are regarded with favor and even rever- 
ence. 

l remember one old patriarch that I 
met in the Kentucky mountains who is 


the pride of his neighborhood where he | 
has achieved a most commendable fame | 


as a witch doctor and weather prophet. 
Though he ‘“‘can’t read writin’,’”” he can 
read the stars, and so profoundly is he 
versed in eae unique astrology of his own 
creation that a shrewd 6-year-old boy, 
who haf often heard the old man dis- 
course on things celestial, assured me 
confidentially that ‘“‘Uncle Andy must 
have been God awhile”’ According to his 
own testimony, backed up by that of his 
wife and neighbors, he is a “powerful 
hand at doctorin’.’’ But in the practice 
of medicine he does not hamper himself 
with the ordinary rules of Aesculapius. 
The depths of the forests are his drug 
shop, and the dried roote and herbs, 
culled by his own hands and brewed Dy 
his venerable helpmeet, are seldom ad- 
ministered without some sort of spell or 
drooning incantation that hae the effect 
of dislodging the devil from the diseased 
part of the patient’s body. In this Uncle 
Andy is said to be very skillful, and judg- 
ing by the number of cures he claims to 
have effected must have given the Princé 
of Darkness considerable trouble in his 
day.

I had often heard of these sang diggers 
of the Kentucky mountains, their queer 
superstitions, the witchcraft they are said 
to pragtice, and I knew that in a way 
they and their occupation are looked 
upon with some derision by the towns- 
people but, with the exception of my 
preliminary encounter with Uncle Andy, 
who repudiated sanging as one of his ac- 
complishments, {t was not until I pre- 
vailed on a native guide to take me tu 
one of thelr cabins in the woods that I 
met an avowed digger of the precious 
little root, 

If the traveler goes back tn {magina- 
tion to the beginning of the last cen- 
tury, or perhaps to an even earlier pe- 
riod, he will find himself in harmony 
with the ways and customs of this sang 
Tegion. Except for the occasional pres- 
ence of a coal speculator or a railroad 
surveyor from the northern and east- 
ern states there is very little here to 
remind one that a hundred and twenty- 
five years of American progress have 
been added to the pages of history. Thus 
I found sang digging, with its accom- 
panying ‘delief in the occult art, indige- 
nous to the mountalns and apparentiyv a 
perfectly natural outgrowth of prevall- 
ing conditions and modes of thought. 

Sang, or ginseng, as it is given in the 
dictionaries, is a root growing wild in 
the forests that clothe the mountains of 
Kentucky and West Virginia. By cred- 
natives, particularly the diggers 
themselves, it is said to be endowed with 
semi-miraculous medicinal qualities, and 
in times past was abundantly used by 
the mountaineers for every ailment un- 
der the sun. Jt was either chewed in 
the raw state or made into a tea, but 
in whatever form it entered the system, 
health and a renewal of youth and vigor 
were sure to follow. For a number of 
years there was no sale for the root 
outside the mountains. Then from the

As for the belief that celestial ‘‘signs’’ 
govern the simple occupations of the 
mountaineer, nothing !s more common, 
@ven among otherwise cultivated peo- 
ple, a fact that might be expected in 
so peculfar an environment. Thus, the 
mountain farmer believes if he plants a 
patch of corn in “the light of the moon" 
it will grow 2 feet taller in the same 
period than it would be possible if a 
similar patch were planted in “the dark 
of the moon.’ A!so0, it is possible to peal 
poplar in the light of the moon, but 
not in its dark. Thete are similar rules 
governing the planting of potatoes, car- 
rots, etc., while a sort of native as- 
trology, together with a firm reliance in 
the weather predictions of certain alma- 
nacs that find their way here, is almost 
indispensable to the agricultural equlp- 
ment of the mountaineer.

Isthmus Town of Colon

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for the 
green fingers of the jungle to choke the 
life this sickly town. The rail- 
road depends on the ships and the peo- 
pie depend on the railroad. Every man 
and woman and child in the place keeps 
one eye on the tower where the flags are 
hoisted when a ship is Sighted, and 
any one vou meet can tell you what the 
signals mean—what ecdining and 
what wharf it will rub its brine-drenched 
side against. The transfer of freight and 
passengers bound for other ports is Co- 
lon’s only excuse for being. It is safe 
to say that few would come here if 
they could well avoid it, for it has little 
to attract wayfarers; ‘they come because 
by traveling 47 miles by rail across Pan- 
ama they save 8,000 miles of sailing around 
by sea. 

The railroad people, being Americans, 
are very enterprising, and do everything 
possible to facilitate the safe and com- 
fortable transit of their patrons. If a 
boat arrives too late to connect with 
One of their regular trains they get out 
@ special. If a passenger: has to kill 
time while waiting for another boat 
they let him stay at the company hotel, 
which is rather like taking him into 
their family. 

The company certainly does the right 
thing by its white employees. It pays 
them salaries which are about W per cent 
more than those paid in the United 
States. Houses are furnished free for 
the married employees to live in, and 
Single men are given rooms in the com- 
pany’s hotel, while all may have their 
meals at the hotel at a nominal charge. 
This hotel is surrounded by pretty 
£rounds which are lighted by electricity. 
There is a splendid baih which 
employees have access. Besides this 
they are given two months’ vacation 
out of every twelve ; Pull and a 
$19 rate on the compg@: steamer to the 
United States.

Railroading in Panama has some pecu- 
liarities of its own. The conductors 
have a freight run one week and a pas- 
senger run the next. The crews do not 
follow the same conductor like they do 
in the states, those on the passenger 
trains remaining on their regular runs, 
and those on the freights staying with 
their cabooses. The crews are all black 
except the conductors and the engineers.

At the point of the bayonet thev forced 
another man into the water, made him 
tie a rope around the old negro’s neck, 
yanked him out, and began to beat him. 
Four more officers happened along and 
one of the new-comers deliberately knock- 
ed down the helpless old fellow with the 
butt of his gun. and then jumped on his 
head. They would probably have mur- 
iered him if several Americans had not 
interfered. It is an outrage that these 
lazy officers should be allewed to shirk 
the work they are paid to do and force it 
upon others. That they should so mal- 
treat a old man, whose gray 
halr ought to have protected him, was 
enough to make the blood of any civi- 
lized men boil with indignation. They 
were seven to one and could easily have 
taken him without beating him, but when 
their numbers warrant it they only want 
arm excuse to do fiendish things that brutes 
delight in.

None of them are magnifi- 
cent as to outer appenrance, but they are 
all well furnished and some are quite 
comfortaBle. They are all old. however, 
and the heating urarngements of some 
of them would not be tolerated in an ordi- 
nary American residence. I saw a base 
burner in the palace at Amsterdam, and 
this notwithstanding the house is as big 
as a dozen Pennsylvania bank barns and 
almost as gloomy. It is situated in the 
heart of the city, resting on a foundation 
of 13,000 piles. It was originally intended 
for a town hall, and cost about $2,500,000. 
A little jess than a hundred years ago it 
was first used as a palace. It is now in- 
habited by the queen when she comes to 
Amsterdam. This is not often, however, 
for although Amsterdam is the nominal 
capital, it is not the real capital of Hol- 
jand. The congress sits at The Hague 
and all the state offices are here. The 
queen has two palaces here, so that for 
all practical purposes this is the governing 
center, 

These palaces are not uncomfortable, I 
recently went through the one in the 
heart of the city. It looks plain from the 
front, but it has a great number of rooms, 
and some of the suites are very homelike. 
The palace is well furnished and it has 
fine pictures and statues. It is about 
400 vears old, but its arrangements are 
more modern than those of the Amster- 
dam palace.
